The Commerce of Denmarik,
COPENHAGEN A GAINER BY THE LATE WAR.

of irivial elrenmstances In his domestio llle nnd
treining on which we need not dwell, and which
led to » senseless desire to ntiain notorlety by
some mesns, and this foollkh and orlminal
impulse led to bl lamentable erime, He has
occupled his ume in i cortaln amonnt of self-
eaucntjon, of which the means have beon
granted to him st Broadmoor and In  the
asylum in which be was formerly confined,
and hae becomie o tolerable llngulst, He has
also tuoghbt himself and practiscd "gralolog,”
which be does sufficiently well to earn allving,
He hus been mereifully released, but has been
very properly prohibited from remalning in or
vigiting Epgland, Whether directly losane at
the time of his oflense, or led by & misarable
love of notoriety, It 1s very right that the per-
san of the Sovereign whould be protected from
the vanity of a man who, at however distunt a
period, conld commit the cowardly ou rage of
whioch he was the perpeiralor.—8British Medical

A Woman, Five Girls, and a Boy
Smothered to Death—Five Other Per.
soms in the Hospltal—Supposed Incem-
diarism,

Great disastors are, If not & consequence, a
concomitant of modern civiliglon; but as
everyihing is notleeable only by comparison, a
ruccession of astonnding evants hax o prepared
us ogelnst surprise that mutlers of great loport
frequently pass our observalion nnnotlced and
unthought of,

Occuslonally, however, something happens so
sudden in its nature and fearfal in e effvols
that the most eallous Imagination Is appalied,
and the most haekneyed miod arrested in con-
templation. Ofsuch a nature was a disaster in
Second avenue yesterday moruing. In atene-

Jan of bulldings of that character, the varions
amilies occupying apartments there retired at
the usual hour, in the full vigor and strength
of bealtb, magg of them to wake no more, Wo
doubt, fligued from ihe recreation they Lad
indu'ged In the previous day, and looking for-
ward toa week of toll, slumber visited them
without much woolug, and dualled thelr senses
to all outward percaplion,

The never-ceasing current of departing time
rolled lis iLorensing moments Into houars, aud
midnight found Lthe occupants of this dwelllng
wrapped ln peaceful slumbers, Some thrae or
four young ladles, boarders, who had in the
true spirit of feminine coquetry adorned thelr
persons in the expectatlon of secing, probably,
a preferred irjend, exnioited even in Lhelr un=
consclonspess signs ot Lhe taste whiol hada been
exercieed In thelr tollette.

No flame wes 10 be seen, no n?nrk. nosign of
fire, but pouring from every ¢ 'nk and eravice
and loopbole deunse volumes *smoke broke
forth thick and menaciog, g¢ ag harrowling
testimony to arriving witnesses of what was
being endured Inside, 1m this house, and from
suflocation, thus caused perlshed Mrs, O' Meara,
aged Nnty; Eliza, sged nineleen; Mary Jane,
sged sixteen, and Ualharine, aged ihirlesn, her
guughters; Eilen Murpby, aged sevenleen;
Mary, sged fourteen; nud Thomas, aged ten.
Besides these Cornelius O'Meara and Rosan®s
Murphy are now in bhospltal In a very critloal
condition.

THE OBIGIN OF THE FIRE,

to asoertaln the precise locality of the firs, Lhe
sirong nortbweat wind whioh was prevufuug
ol the time keeping the smoke from Issuing
into the streel. Al length the l’rlﬁmmad faces
apd sgonized volces of persons In the house
directed them to the fated No, 506,

Bursting in the ball door, an effort was made
to extrioute the endnngered lenants ;- but the
stifling smoke rendered all altempts at en-
trance futile uniil the fire engines had suo-
ceeded In subduing the flames o the basement,
Duripg this Interval Lthe cecupants of the back
room gehiud Lthe store, as well na several of the
tennnts up slairs, sacceeded In making thelr
way to the street. A portlon of the police
force mounnted to the roof of the adiolnlog
bullding, and by means of ropes extrionted the
family in the front room of Lhe top floor bz
bodily bolsilng each person o Lhe ruolu:muli
ibe windows. How far the loss of life might
have been lesgened had 1t not been kpran un-
jfortonnte aceldent at thie time, is a malter of
surmise, One of the muimnu of the up{mr
story procored the ladder leading to the skys
light, and pﬁced it in positlon for an exil upon
the roof, o bad sscended only a few steps
when it broke In pleces beneath bils welght aond
precipitated Lim to the floor. A sabsequent
extmipation of the ladder sbowed that It was

u most frall allalr,

The wood forming the sides had been out
bias to the grain, and It s 8 wounder that it bud
uot hnﬂn!’fure proved i1s wenkkness.

FINDING THE RODIES

Immediately upon the arrival of the polioe
aod Hremen an effort was made 10 give succor
to the nonfortunate people who It was known
were Inslde of the bullding, Captaln Allulre,
of the Twenty-first Precinct, who was early on
the ground, and Deputy Engineer W, W.
Ithodes, essnyed to mount the statrs, but were
forced back by the volumeof smoke whioh
filled the entire pnsspge way. Alfler mueh per-
sistence, however, they finally succeeded, anid,
having reached the third floor, & sad spectaovie
wos presenied to their view, The three girls,
Fiiza, Mary Jane, and Catharioe O’ Mearn, were
on the floor in the last nr;nnles of dissolation,
thelr molher belng quite dead, while their
father, Cornellug, was pt,rn*gung wilh Lhe most
fearfal musenlar effort ngainst suffoontion. In
this connection a very louching clroumstance
was observable,

The girls were, of course, in their night
clothing, but one of them still bore In the ar-
rapgement of her halr avidenocs of the feminine
instinot, which had probably on the previoas
day induced her to *'frizz" or cuarl it, or other-
wige dress it In antlcipatlon of & visib trom
some admirer, in no expectation of s being
Lier last tollet. Having removed Lhose bodies,
and sent them to the hospltal, In hopefal desire
that some sparks of life might remain, the
ollee and firemen ponetrated to the fourtn
]Ioor. where, in the back room, they founa
three more dead, Ellen, Mary, and Thomas
Murpby., The mother of these (Mra. Rosanna
Murphy) was removed in an lnsensible condl.
tion, being almost suffocated, and s still in an
extremely oritical state, whlle their futher,
Patrick arpby, having escaped from the
bullding by Jumpling from the window, was
likew!se seriously injared,

THE ESCAPE OF THE SURVIVORS,

The elrcumstances under which some of the
Inmates of the building escaped are traly re-
maikable, Patrick Murphy, wboo occapied the
fourth floor rear, out of the simple insatinot of
self-preservation, jumped from the window, but
has no recollection of the manner of his exit,
The Conningham rumll;r—mo parents and foar
children—who oceupled the fourth floor front,
were resoned by OfMoers Corgan, Slatterly, and
Carroll, who, passing a rope (o thom, hauled
them through one of Lthe windows on to the
roof, Officer Clarkson was Iinstrumental in
resculng the girl Ellen Dafly, The third floor
rear wal oceupled by Mr and Mrs. Kelly and
two ehlidren. Mra. Kelly was ralber seriously
Injured by jumplipg eut of the window. The
others escaped anlpjured.

A FORTUNATE ACROTAT.

But by far the most remarkable esoape was
that of Jeremiah Murphy, aged thirteen years,
whose acrobatic display 1o endeavoring to
insure his own sufely was worthy of a profes-
slonal. Finding his retreat cut off’ by the door,
and belog enurellv orpmed to perishlng from
suffocation, this little fellow, with a courage
most admirable, swuong himself out of the win.
dow, and catching hold of the gulter ranning
along the edge ef the roof above, by sheer ex-
erpise of musele or will drew himself up toa
place of sufety.

A t from the spectacle of Lhe seven corpyeas,
which formed suoch a sad attraction at the
Morgue, nothing has more calouiated togive
an impression o. the intense horror of this
disaster than a visit (o the bedsides of Lhe
various injured parties o the bosplial, Num-
bers of the philanthropie of bolh sexes per-

the confipesof tbat unknown world from whieh

nker condition, being, altnough much redaced
apd mmlngljf very weak, In an encouraging
slate of convalescence.

Her companion ln misfortune was, however,

in & most eritical state, and exhibited but scant
sigus of ihle ruoovcrly. In No, 7 Cor-
pellug O'Meara struggled in almost dsath-

THE ARRESTED PARTY,

The balker, Maximilian Miller, In whoue pre-
mises the fire originated, was seen, It la al-
leged, on (he sireel, fally dressed, about the
time of the fArst alarm. The nrpﬂrunm of the
fire and other cirounmstances induoed the Fire
Marshal to cause bis arrest, and he wWas wppre-
bended by Caplain Allalre and lodged in the
station-honse, Hls wile, who rosh out Into
thie street 1o time to escape the dangers of the
smoke, was also arrested, bul was su uent|
disoharged by the Coroners Miller, however, s
still held to awalt theresult of the Coroner's
investigntlon.
